One ballot would serve presi- 


dential and congressional elec- 
tions in accord with Monday's 
ruling. State and local elections 
would require separate ballot- 
ing in the absence of a Wiscon- 
sin age minimiirm of 
. 


Legislators pondering the mul- 


tifarious headache suggested 
there would even have to be 
three basic ballots as well as 
dual voter registration lists and 
a thorough legislative review of 
voter residency requirements. 


Gov. Warren P. Knowles said 


the ruling win "greatly compli- 
cate our situation in Wiscon- 


sin." He urged legislators to 
take steps "at the earliest pos- 
sible moment" to bring the 
state's voting age requirements 
ia line with the new federal lim- 
it. 


Members of the Assembly 


Elections Committee said No- 
vember, 1972, s-jems to be the 
earliest because any voting age 
change is going to require voter 
approval in a referendum. 


The state Constitution, which 


specifies a Wisconsin voting age 
minimum of 21, authorizes an 
age-changing franchise referen- 
dum only during a general elec- 
tion. An amendment would need 
approval in one-legislative ses- 
sion prior to the referendum. 


Special Session 


Of course the legislature hap- 


pens to be in special session 
this week. Were it^o use the oc- 


casion to recall the adjourned 
1969 regular session, it might 
initiate an amendment. 


A referendum might be set up 


for the election in November, 
1972.

Most 
campuses experience tower en- 
rollments in the fall of 1970 than 
expected, largely because of 
decline in out-of-state students 
that resulted from increaset 
fees. 


The Green Bay complex, al- 


though falling 5.2 per cent short 
of enroll ment projections with 
a total of 4,171 students on al 
four campuses attracted 22 per 
cent or 752 more students than 
the previous year.

Two Officers

WASHINGTON (AP) — Two 


senior Coast Guard officers 
have taken retirement rather 
than face courts-martial for 
their part in the abortive defec- 
tion attempt of a Lithuanian 
sailor. 


But the officers, Rear Adm. 


William B. Ellis, 56, and Capt. 
Fletcher W. Brown Jr., 50, face 
a congressional committee next 
Tuesday in the case of would-be 
defector Simas I. Kudirka. 


Russian

jacent vessel after he jumped to 
the U.S. Coast Guard cutter Vig- 
ilant in U.S. territorial waters 
cff Martha's Vineyard, Mass., 
last month. 


Decision Criticized 


Rep. Wyane L. Hays called 


outrageous a decision Monday 
by

John A. Volpe to let the officers 
retire and thus evade court- 
martial proceedings. 


The Ohio Democrat said he 


wants Ellis and Brown to ap- 
pear before his House foreign 
operations 
subcommittee 
to 


"find out what makes them 
think like this." Brown was act- 
ing commander of the First 
Coast Guard District in Boston 
and Ellis, the commander, was 
on sick leave when Kudirka at- 
temoted defection. 


A report of a formal Coast

criticizes the two officers and 
also declares the State Depart- 
ment "did not furnish ... ade- 
quate, helpful or timely advice 
to deal properly with this defec- 
tion." 


Dereliction

mand. 


Brown and Ellis now "ap- 


preciate fully their serious error 
of judgment,... have been sub- 
jected to extrene castigation 
from many quarters in this na- 
tion,", and, with their families, 
have suffered, Volpe said.

Volpe said he regretted "very 


deeply that a young man had to 
lose his chance for freedom in 
order to bring to light deficien-

Treblinka Commandant Convicted as Nazi Criminal 


DUESSELDORF, 
Germany 


(AP) — Franz Stangl, the SS 
commander of Hitler's Treblin- 
ca death camp in Poland, was 
convicted today of the murder 
of hundreds of thousands of 
Jews and sentenced to life im- 
prisonment. 


Stangl, now 62, who ran Treb- 
inka in 1942-3, was arrested in 
Brazil in 1967. Simon Wiesen- 
hal, director of the Vienna Jew- 
sh Documentation Center and

Adolf Eichmann, had placed 
Stangl third on the list of want- 
ed Nazi war criminals after 
Eicbmann's execution in Israel. 
The first two, Hitler's deputy 
Martin Bormann and Gestapo 
chief Heinrich Mueller, still 
have not been accounted for. 


781,000 Died 


Treblinka, about 60 miles 


northeast of Warsaw, ranked 
just behind Auschwitz in the 
chain of extermination camps 
the Nazis set up in Poland. Pol- 


ish authorities say 781,000 per- 
sons died in Treblinka between 
July 1942 and October 1943. 


Stangl also commanded the 


Sobibor camp in Poland, but his 
activities there were not consid- 
ered in the trial. He was ac- 
cused of ordering the deaths of 
400,000 Jews and other persons 
shipped to Treblinka from Po- 
land, the Soviet Union, France, 
Belgium, Greece, Bulgaria, Yu- 
goslavia, Austria and Germany.

said they were working to meet 
December, 1972 state abatement 
orders. 


American Can's Neenah op- 


eration isn't a paper mill and 
apparently was cited in the 
report. However, the report 
noted inadequacies in its Green 
Bay and Rothschild operations. 


The study was conducted by 


the Council on Economic Prior- 
ities, a nonprofit corporation 
founded last year to promote 
corporate responsibility. Its goal 
is to allow individuals and 
organizations to pressure busi- 
nesses it believes aren't exercis- 
ing proper responsibility in solv- 
ing problems including pollution. 


It studied 24 firms, including 


17 mills in Wisconsin, for eight 
months. The report said that 
companies would have to spend 
about $750 million for the most 
effective equipment to cure 
pollution. 


Edwin A. Locke Jr., paper 


Institute president, said the 
report was one-sided but added 
"there can be no question that 
every industry wliose operations 
affect the environment have an 
obligation to keep pollution from 
its facilities to a practical 
minimum, and to work as 
rapidly toward this goal as 
economics and technology per- 
mit." 


"The accuracy of some of the 


data contained in the report is 
open to question, but its short- 


coming in this respect are less 
important than the narrowness 
of its viewpoint," Locke said. 
"The picture that the report 
presents of an industry standing 
separate from society around it 
and polluting the biosphere is so 
incomplete as to be mislead- 
ing." 


Efforts Ignored 


He n o t e d that, specifically, 


the report failed to note past 
industry e x p e n d i t u r e s for 
abatement and the trend of 
expenditures which would cause 
spending soon to exceed the 
outlays suggested in the report 


He also noted the report failed 


to recognize the complexity of 
the problem, including govern- 
ment policy and unemployment;

Within State Statute 29.68, an 


owner, lessee, or occupant of 
premises owes no duty to keep 
the premises safe for entry or 
use by others for snowmobiling 
(along with hunting, fishing, 
trapping, camping, hiking, berry 
picking, water sports, sightsee- 
ing or recreational purposes), 
he cited. Nor does he have to 
give warning of any unsafe 
condition. If he gives permission 
to another to use the land for 
these purposes, he gives no 
assurance that the premises are 
safe for such purpose. 


Dangerous Conditions 


A liability does exist, how- 


ever, if there is wilful or 
malicious failure to guard or to 
warn against a dangerous condi- 
tion, use, structure or activity, 
Van Matre warned. The term 
"malicious"' u's u a 11 y mfeans 
actual ill Trill and intent'* to 
injury. Stringing a wire across a 
trail with the intent of having 
someone run into it would fall in 
this category, he explained. 


If a landowner accepts money 


for access to part of his land, 
there is a potential liability, Van 
Matre states in his interpreta- 
tion of the present law. New 
regulations on snowmobiling are 
being prepared for presentation 
in the January session of the 
'p^islature. 


The snowmobile clubs have 


been granted access for trails 


by an increasing number of 
landowners this year. 


There also are a considerable 


number who have posted their 
land with "No Trespassing" 
signs and included the snowmo- 
bilers along with the hunters. 
Two principle objections are 
voiced by the posters: property 
damage and the noise nuisance, 
particularly in the late evening 
and early morning hours.

Funny Fiscal Business at Madison 


The developments at the state capitol 


during recent months involving the 
.absurd financial management of a 
comparatively minor state agency 
would be hilarious, if they did not 
suggest reasons to doubt the adequacy of 
.the fiscal controls operating in the state 
government establishment. 


The State Home and Family Council, 


which calmly decided to spend the ab- 
.surdly wasteful sum of more than $30,000 
for a single conference at Oshkosh some 
months ago, has now found itself in such 
a financial bind that its director has been 
obliged to dismiss his small staff, in- 
cluding his last clerk, in order to assure 
'that there will be a sufficient balance in 
his appropriation account to assure that 
his own salary will be paid for the next 
seven months..'or until the end of the 
current budget period. 


The story was unfolded at a tragi- 


comic session of the joint Legislative 
Council the other day, uhen the leaders 
"of the legislature heard an audit report 
that was demanded by them a month 
earlier in response to newspaper 
dispatches recounting the strange fiscal 
habits of this agency. 


With 
typical 
aplomb 
in 
the 


bureaucracy, Director Kohut allowed 
that he would retreat into his office, 
close the door, and spend the rest of the 
fiscal year on an original research 
project, since he did not have the clerical 
or professional staff to continue with 
some of the services for which the 
agency ostensibly had been created 
half-a-dozen years ago. It may be that 


the officer was not listening attentively. 
For as we read the comments of the 
•principal legislators of both political 
parties there is a very slight chance that 
he will have his appropriation renewed 
by the next legislature. A more prudent 
man would start looking for new em- 
ployment. 


This almost incredible incident in a 


state government which so often assures 
us of the regularity of its auditing and 
expenditure control procedures won't be 
entirely without value, perhaps, if it 
reminds legislators that such controls 
evidently do not exist, as least in an 
effective way. 


We had believed on the basis of 


assurances from high officials in the 
state Department of Administration that 
subordinate officers in the state capitol 
are not free to spend as they choose, 
but are held to explicit limits set out in 
the appropriations laws, both with 
respect to amounts and purposes. 


We had 
been led • to believe, 


moreover, that there is a quarterly 
allotment system, so that a profligate 
officer 
could not spend heedlessly, 


wastefully and without regard to the 
continuity of his operations over a 
biennial period. Whatever the rules, it is 
obvious that they were ignored in the 
case of the Home and Family Council 
and that the fact of the violations would 
not have been known to the people of 
Wisconsin and their elected represen- 
tatives except for the enterprise of some 
curious news correspondents at the 
statehouse. 


Youngsters and Pornography 


A special

nography made a study of a number of 
patients confined to a mental hospital 
because of sexual aberrations and other 
reasons. Then- findings? It seems that 
those who were exposed to pornographic 
material in their adolescent years were 
not the ones arrested for rape, child 
molestation or other crimes connected 
with sex. It almost seemed to be, from 
the statistics, just the other way around 
. President Nixon has already turned 
up his nose at the overall commission's 
report which recommended that all laws 
concerning the availability of 
por- 


nographic material to adults be 
repealed. There have been expressions 
of outrage from a number of sources. 
The latest findings indicate that maybe 
what the kids need is more, rather than 
less, exposure to pornography. 


Paul Gebhard, director of the 


University of Indiana Center for Sex 
Research, flatly says that "youth's 
attitude toward sex today is far healthier 
than our generation had. They are less 
obsessed with sex, now that it's more 
available." But he also faced the 
problem of liberalizing stale laws 
dealing with the subject. So far it is 
generally "a political kiss of death," he 
commented. The United States Senate 
nobly upheld this practical point of view 
by condemning the commission's report 
by a vote of 60 to 5. 


Meanwhile, Wisconsin goes merrily 


along with a law against any kind of 
birth control information to the un- 
married, a legality that is ignored 
widely as doctors provide such in- 
formation and the pill or other devices to 
those about to be married. 


Spain's Troubles With the Basque 


The trial of fifteen Basques accused 


of treason against the regime of Fran- 
cisco Franco of Spain has brought about 
the most serious political crisis that 
Spain has experienced since the Civil 
War. 


Six of the fifteen are specifically 


charged with the murder of Meliton 
Manzanas, chief of the political police 
for Guipuzcoa Province, populated 
almost entirely by Basques. According 
to most reports he was a sadist and 
extremely discriminatory against the 
Basque people, although that is no 
reason for his murder. But there has 
been a continuing and simmering 
resentment by the Basques against their 
Spanish overlords and the current trial 
appears to be a landmark in that 
struggle. 


The Basques are really not Spanish 


as far as their relationship to the other 
people of that country is concerned. 
Probably they are Celtic and more 
closely related to the "black Irish" and 
other Celts in the British Isles and 
Northern France. In Spain they are 
primarily farmers, 
artisans and 


tradesmen. They are almost all Roman 
Catholic as are the great majority of 
Spaniards. Until more modern ways 
came to spam, they lived in the moun- 


tains of the north and didn't resent too 
much the dictatorial and centralized 
government in Madrid. 


But several years ago young Basques 


formed the Euskadi ta Azkatasuna, 
known as the ETA, meaning Basque 
nation and Freedom. There have been 
terrorist acts against the Spanish 
authorities. The most recent, after the 
trial of the fifteen began, was the kid- 
napping of the honorary West German 
consul. But estimates of the strength of 
the ETA have never been more than 200 
young hotheads. However the current 
trial and the threat of vengeance, as well 
as special regulations for the provinces 
where most Basques live, have only 
served so far to encourage recruits to the 
cause, in spirit if not in letter. The trial, 
made a military court-martial with 
more stringent rules even than the usual 
civilian trials in Spain, has not en- 
couraged Ihe Basque people to denounce 
the ETA. 


Authoritarian governments—and 


perhaps even democratic ones — have 
the problem of determining whether 
harsh or tolerant measures will serve 
belter to end terrorism and revolt even 
when there is enough muscle to put down 
any opposition. So far Spain hasn't come 
out loo well in dealing with the Basques.

and price controls, monetary 
policy — many of them 
developed by former Planning 
Minister Roberto Campos. But 
the big innovation has come in 
the matter of foreign ex- 
change. 


Previously, any growth in 


consumer purchasing power 
here used to translate im- 
mediately into demand for 
goods imported from abroad. 
This demand did little to 
stimulate local production. It 
tended rapidly to outstrip both 
the available foreign goods 
and the available foreign 
exchange. Thus, Brazil was 
subject to recurrent economic 
crises where low production 
and unemployment combined 
with inflation and a drain on 
foreign reserves 


The finance minister broke 


this cycle by what amounts to 
a policy of regular currency 


devaluation. Brazil's currency 
the cruzeiro, has been tied to 
the rate of inflation. As prices 
go up, the value of the cruzeiro 
is periodically — that is, 
almost every 
month — 


altered. 


Prices Held Low 


That way foreign goods are 


kept at relatively high prices 
on the Brazilian market. 
Domestic 
goods 
remain 


relatively cheap. Demand 
goes 
chiefly 
to internal 


producers. 
And 
these 


producers, fortified by the big 
local demand, are able to hold 
prices low enough to compete 
on the international markets. 
This year, for instance, Brazil 
is selling auto parts to the 
United States. Next jear, 
exports 
of manufactured 


goods aie expected to equal 
the value of coffee exports. 


The parallel with the United 


States, while not perfect, is 
obvious. Inflation has raised 
the price of American goods. 
West German, Japanese, and 
other foreign competitors, 
working on favorable ex- 
change 
rates, 
are 
un- 


dercutting American com- 
panies both in the United 
States and in Thud countries. 
That is one reason why the 
American 
economj 
now 


combines unemployment of 
over 5 per cent with inflation 
of over 5 per cent That is a 
main reason why there is such 
tremendous pressure from 
industry for higher tariffs. 


The way out of the bind for 


the United States is, of course, 
different than the way out for 
Brazil. Unlike the cruzeiro, 
the dollar is a 
reserve 


currency widely held by 
governments and banks in lieu 
of gold. Any sharp changes in 
its value would disrupt in- 
ternational economic life. 


But there are gentle w a^ s to 


make such changes For in- 
stance, West Germany and 
Japan and other countries now 
taking and enjo.ung benefits 
from unrealistic exchange 
rales might oe induced to 
revalue 
their currencies 


upwards. Thus, the basic 
Brazilian lesson applies. The 
Uniled States needs as one 
ingredient of its economic 
policy some way lo put more 
give into exchange rates that 
now work to brake rapid 
recovery of the American 
economj.

instpad of dajs'' 


Our vital processes, he 


points out — sleep, brain 
activity, temperature control, 
hormone formation, gut ac- 
tivity, mineral metabolism, 
and many others— are geared 
to a 
carefully 
adjusted 


schedule; and if the body is 
rapidly transferred to a dif- 
ferent time system, "its own 
carefully synchronized ac- 
tivities will be out of step with 
the new local time." 


The book also quotes Dr. 


Hubertus Strughold, chief 
scientist of the American 


aerospace medical division, 
as suggesting that these 
sudden changes "may have 
some significance in in- 
ternational 
conferences 


during the first few days ... 
which are not the proper times 
for important negotiations or 
vital decisions." 


And U. S. Aerospace studies 


indicate that not only middle- 
aged 
businessmen 
and 


government 
officials are 


affected this way, but also that 
"actors, 
chess 
players, 


athletes and, last but not least, 
race horses were not at their 
intellectual or physical best 
the first few days after 
arriving from a region four or 
more time zones away." 


Recent work has confirmed 


these findings. The results of 
varying tests after a daylight 
flight of 18 hours 
from 


Oklahoma City to Tokyo were 
described as showing "a 
marked and quite significant 
deterioration in psychological 
performance on the first full 
day in Tokyo as judged by

decision time." And, while

other city services. They can 
afford to pay more in taxes 
than the couple living in the 
next house who are also 
childless, but elderly, and 
living on a fixed income which 
is fast becoming meager by 
today's standards. They make 
no use at all of the schools and 
recreational facilities, etc. 
The third home is occupied by 
six people, four of whom work
